The City of Tucson applied for a renewal AZPDES permit for the proposed discharge of up to 0.0058  million 

gallons per day (mgd) of groundwater from well PK009 to Lakeside Park Lake in the Santa Cruz  River Basin 

in Township 14 S, Range 15 E, Section 28, in Pima  County, Arizona. The Lake is an urban fishing lake located 

within a municipal park that is owned and operated by the City of Tucson.

All written comments received by ADEQ by the 

close of business on the date 30 days after publication of this notice will be considered in the final permit 

decision. A public hearing request must be in writing and must include the reasons for such request. If there is 
a significant degree of public interest, the Director will hold a hearing in accordance with A.A.C. R18-9-

A908(B).
